PEERS WILL BE FINALLY SETTLED THIS SESSION. 
QUEEN AND DOWAGER QUEEN DISAGREE 


ALEXANDRA MAY NOT 
ATTEND CORONATION 


London, Feb. 4.—England is 
stirred as rarcly before by the an- 
nouncement that the Dowager 
Queen, the widow of King Edward 
would not attend the Coronation 
of her son King George. This is 
the latest move in the Battle for 
Social Supremacy being waged by 
Queen Mary and Queen Alexan- 
dra. The court leaders during the 
reign of Edward are supporting 
the Dowager Queen and from in- 
dications two distinct social sets 
may grow out of the bitter quar- 
rel in the royal family. 


London, Feb, 4.—The most titanic 
constitutional struggle of modem 
‘times will enter upon its last phase 
on Mondny, when tthe King will open 
the new parliament in person. With 
at compact majority of 126 members 
against the Peers, Asquith will bring 
to an jmmediate tssue ithe age-long 
quarrel betwearithe Liberal party and 
the Lords, and the months inumediiite- 
ly preceding whe coronation will al- 
most entirely occupied by discussion 
afithe parliament bill, {Ihe bill ds de- 
signed ito give the commons supreme 
aortnol ond finance, and ito limit to a 
period of two years the power of the 
upper house to delay legislation of 
any character, . 
lEverything is in readiness for ithe 
opening of saurliament on Monday, 
In view of the stirring national issue 
with which the speech from whe throne 
is bound to deal, the event is atinact- 
img attention as the opening of ino 
cher parliament, has done for years 


past. Intense excitement such as ipre- 
vailed at the time of the opening of 
the house thst year, after the Asquith 
government had been endorsed upon 
its ‘budget piolicy, is absent ion the 
present occasion. (But a sense of ithe 
Momentous nature of the fonthcoming 
session, and the certainty ithat the 
King thas consented ito create 300 
peers if these be necessary to ensure 
the passage of the parliament bill, 
hve borne home the sober conviction 
that Great Britain in the next fea 
months must prepare for a constitu- 
ional change such as has not been 
attempted since the Act of Settlement 
exiled the Stuarts forever from the 
British realm, ‘The hitherto unwrit- 
ten constitution of Great Brithin is to 
be mmended by an act tof parliament 
for the first. time. 

Great precautions are being ob- 
served ‘by the auwithorities to prevent 
any demonstration by the militant suf- 
fragctites, who have deep Inid plans 
for ‘bringing ‘their demands before 
parliamemt on the opening day. 

iMonday’s ceremony will be one of 
imposing brilliancy. There are few 
ceremonies more dazaling in their dis- 
play of the pomp and circumstance 
of nvediaeval ximes thin that which 
will ‘be performed tby this majesty in 
the thousie of lords. t is customary 
for the kimg to wear the uniform of 
field marshall, which js ipartly con- 
cealed by this great state robes. The 
Queen Likewise wears over her gor- 
geous gown a cloak of saowy ermine, 
Her small diimond crown and the 
bright ribbon of the Order of the 
Ganter add to the brilliamt effects of 
costume,

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CHILD LABOR IN ALBERTA 


ABOLISHED 


IN SIX MONTHS 


SUPT. OF NEGLECTED CHI 


LDREN NOW HAS MACHIN. 


ERY WHEREWITH HE WILL RID PROVINCE OF 
CHILD LABOR IN SHORT PERIOD 


Within the next six months, child 
labor of every description in the Pro- 
vinee “of Alberta will be abolished. In 
six months not a boy or girl under 
the ‘age of fourteen years will be 
working in any capacity in any place 
in the province, at any time of the 
day or night. In six months not a 
boy or girl under the age of sixteen 
years will be working in any capacity 
after six o’clock at night. This means 
that every boy and girl under the age 
of fourteen years that has hitherto 
been working for wages, will be com- 
pelled to stop work, unless it can be 
shown that that boy or girl has some 
one dependent. It means further that 
every boy under the age of sixteen 
who has hitherto been earning wages 
in the capacity of mine worker, bell 
hop in the hotels, pin boy in the bowl- 
ing alleys, and forth, after six 
o'clock at night will net be allowed 
to continue woyk. It menas in short, 
that there will no longer be any such 
thing in this new and rapidly growing 
province as child labor of any descrip- 
tion, and that instead, every boy and 
“irl of school age will be compelled 
to attend school for the full schoo! 
term, unless good and sufficient rea- 
son can be shown why they should 
be kept at home, 

NIl this is to'be accomplished in six 
months. That is the prophecy of R. 
B. Chadwick, superintendent of neg- 
lected children. It is the end towards 
which the Attorney General’s depart- 
ment,with the assistance of Mr. Chad- 
wick have been striving for some time, 
and by the new Truancy Act, and the 
amendments to the Children’s Pro-

tection Act, the Attorney-General’s 
department has placed in Mr. Chad- 
wick’s hands the machinery with 
which he is to accomplish this much- 
desired end, 

Child labor has not secured a sufti- 
ciently strong foothold as yet in Al- 
berta, to make it extremely difficult 
to up-root it That is why Mr. Chad- 
wick believes its abolition can be ac- 
complished in six months. The pro- 
vince has benefitted by the experience 
of older provinces which have not yet 
succeeded in up-rooting the evil. Al- 


tberta has seized the system at its be- 
{ginning, making its clearance com- 


paratively easy. 


Yet, notwithstanding that Alberta 


is a new province. there is consider-* 


able child labor. In many parts of 
the province a couple of hundred boys 
are employed in the coal mines. There 
are perhaps close to 1,000 children un- 
der age working for wages in the pro- 
vince to-day. 

100 in Edmonton, 

Mr. Chadwick estimates that there 
are between 75 and 100 children,most- 
ly boys, under age, employed in var- 
ious capacities in Edmonton. He has 
already instituted an active campaign 
to set in motion the machinery of the 
new Jaw that has just been passed. 
Notices have been forwarded to all 
the large manufacturing industries of 
the province, where children are em- 
ployed, advising them of the new reg- 
ulations. He js also making inves‘i- 
gation in the cities, and all employees 
of child labor will shortly be notified 
that they must find other employees 
to fill the places of the juveniles. 


STATES MUST SECURE 
CANADIAN WHEAT 


Representative of Minneapolis Mills 1s 
Now Touring West Interviewing 
Canadian Millers. 


Brandon, Feb, 4.—Vincent, Harrold, 
of Seattle, representing Washburn, 
Crosby Milling company, of Minnea- 
polis, is taking a special business trip 
to mect personally the western mil- 
lers. He thinks the proposed reci- 
procity arrangement will have the ef- 
fect of greatly improving commercial 
relations between the United States 
and Canada, and making beter wheat 
prices. He says Canadian hard wheat 
sold to United States mills is now 
but a fraction of what it would be in 
a short time. The hard wheat belt of 
the United States is wholly inade- 
quate to supply that required in their 
own country and the United States 
must have Canadian hard wheat. He 
anticipates the Canadian wheat trade 
with United States will be neormous 
within a few years,

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CITIZENS Di FLEND 
BOARD OF TRADE 


Declare Publicity Work Carried 
on in the Past Has Been of 
High Standard 


Strathcona, Feb. q—If the few 
speakers at the Ratepayers’s associ- 
ation meeting Thursday night consid- 
cred themselves as voicing the opin- 
ions of the mjority of citizens when 
Opposing a publicity grant to the 
hoard of trade, there are indications 
that they will discover themselves 
mistaken, Not a little discussion was 
raised in the city yesterday when the 
attitude and statements of some of the 
speakers became known, and not a 
few prominent men severely criticised 
the association for its line of action 
in dealing with civic affairs. 

The board of trade is composed 
largely of the prominent business men 
of the city and the membership 
reaches around the half hundred fig- 
ure, consequently an attack on that 
body will not be lightly received. 

Officials of the board resent the 
opinion expressed at Thursday night's 
meeting to the effect that no results 
are being obtained in publicity work 
and that much of the literature sent 
out by the board is to say the least 
overdrawn, The board prides itself 
upon the work of the past two years 
and claim to have a satisfactory re- 
cord from the expenditures, which 
may be secured at any time from the 
secretary's office. This year the board 
has been planning through its exe- 
cutive to enlarge upon previous publi- 
city campaigns and leave nothing un- 
done which might enhance interest 
in Strathcona at foreign points. A 
draft of the campaign has been drawn 
it is said and will probably call for 
a grant of $3000 from the city coun- 
cil. Last year the aproporiation was 
about $2,300.

SHORT COURSE 
OPENS MONDAY 


First of Series of Four Agricultu- 
ral Schools Commences at 
Strathmore 


The first of the short course schools 
in agriculture which the department 
of agriculture have planned for this 
year will open at Strathmore on Mons 
day morning. Preparations for this 
schoo] have been completed by the 
department officials, and it is expect- 
ed that there will be a large attend- 
ance. 

The school at Strathmore will be of 
one week's duration, and instruction 
in live stock will be given. Instruc- 
tors will be Geo. Harcourt, deputy 
minister of agriculture; Geo. Hutton, 


Bryce Wright, H. A. Craig, and 
others. 
The second short course school, 


which will be of two weeks’ duration, 
will open at McLeod, on Feb. 13th, 
continuing until the 25th. Instruction 
will be given in live stock for the first 
week, and for the second week :n 
dairying, poultry raising, grain, soi 
and weeds. 

The third school will open at Ver- 
milion, on the C N.R., east of Kdmon- 
ton, on Feb. 20th, and end on March 
sth. This will also be of two weeks’ 
duration, and instruction will be giv- 
en in live stock and the other sub- 
jects. 

At Innsfail a two weeks’ school is 
to be held, opening on Feb, 27th. 

For: the four schools several car- 
loads of thoroughbred stock have been 
collected by the department and is 
being shipped today to Strathmore for 
the openmng of the first school, 

The feature of all four schools is to 
be the grand championship compe- 
tition, to be competed for by teams 
from the four schools, each team com- 
prising the four men of highest stand- 
ing in each of the schools. The win- 
ning team will receive a trophy pre- 
sented by the department. 

The Staff of Instructors. 

For the instruction in the short 
caourse schools, the department have 
selected an efficient staff of instruc- 
tors. They include W. C. Mckilli- 
can, Calgary; Geo. H. Hutton, experi- 
mental farm, Lacombe; W. H. Fair- 
field, Lethbridge; Geo.

Washington, D, ¢., Feb, 4.—The Hutn- 
phrey bill giving the government power to 
exclude from United States ports any for- 
eign ships that enter agreements to con- 
trol freight or passenger rates or to shut 
out competition, was favorably reported 
to the house today by the committee on 
merchant marine, The committee had re- 
celved for the bill the endorsement of the 
department of Justice.

London, Ont, Feb. 4.—-For years the 
family of Alberta Smith have wondered 
Where he had gone. They had not heard 
of him for years and had come to the con- 
clusion that he was dead. Yesterday, 
Robert Smith, living near London, was 
surprised by having his long-lost brother 
walk in. 

The usual greetings, of a long-lost rela- 
tive were exchanged. Albert had been sli 
over the west and was. reviewing his tra- 
vels to his brother and family when sud- 
denly he fell over. Medical aid was called, 
but he was dead, Albert was a cripple 
from hip disease.

PRELIMINARY WORK OF MAKING SASKATCHEWAN 


NAVIGABLE TO BE PUSHE 


D THIS YEAR—WILL SPEND 


$15,000 ON ATHABASCA AND LESSER SLAVE STREAMS 


Some very extensive improvements 
are to be carried out on northern riv- 
ers, in the way of increasing the pos- 
sibility of navigation, according to the 
estimates which have been provided 
by the Dominion government for the 
work, and which are now before the 
House of Commons for approval. 

In the estimates appears the sum 
of $15,000 for improvements on the 
Athabasea river and the Little Slave 
river. If the plans of the department 
of public works are carried out, dur- 
ing the coming year it is expected 
that the notorious Grand Rapids on 
the Athabasca, near Fort McMurray, 
which have hitherto made clear navi- 
vation impossible between Athabasca 
Landing and the lower Athabasca, 
will be so improved by blasting and 
dredging that it will be possible for 
the scows and boats plying the Atha- 
basca, to have a clear passage through 
the rapids.

The chain, 
however, proved to be too long, as the 
tides are not at their lowest, and as a 
result the engine was only moved 
about 20 feet. The tide to-night will 
be several fect lower, and the incom- 
ing tide at-seven in the morning will 
be correspondingly high. There ap- 
pears nothing therefore to prevent a 
successful moving of the engine to 
more shallow water, where a perma- 
nent derrick can be erected with a 
view to the final raising. The difti- 
culty hasbeen to keep the ‘bridge and 
the line clear for traffic, and the oon- 
stant opening and closing for trains 
and ‘boats entailed a great loss of tmie 
to the men working on the job. The 
steam derrick erected on the trestle 
was found of little value for lifting 
purposes, as the trafic prevented any- 
thing of a permanently solid struc- 
ture. Although the derrick has a lift- 
ing capacity of 300 tons, it was abso- 
lutely powerless in face of the suction 
created by the mud surrounding the 
engine, which is embedded in this sev- 
eral feet. The engine lies on end 
with a slight Hist to the left, this fact 
having made it comparatively casy 
for the diver to attach the chains. 
Engineer Dowling has made every 
effort to keep the traffic free, and so 
far little or no inconvenience has been 
experienced either: by passengers or 
customers of the company. The work 
will be continued at 11 o'clock to- 
night and it is hoped ‘by seven in the 
morning to clear the engine from the 
bridge. The work is very expensive 
to the G.N., the wages alone for the 
diver and crew amounting to about 
$150 per day. :

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BRITISH PARLIAMENT 
TO OPEN MONDAY 


(Continued from Firet Page) 


Beside their majesties will sit the 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught and 
other members of the Royal family, 
while clustered around wil ‘be the 
great officers of state. Peers in their 
robes (soon, mayhap, to be the Ist 
insignia of the ipower which they once 
held in the councils of the nation), 
will make a line of white and scarlet 
along the benches. The peeresses 
will be there in the most beautiful of 
attire, with svhite plumes waving in 
their hair, and diamonds glptering in 
countless tiaras and pendants. 

(Wihat the yssue of the constitutional 
struggle will be, whether the peers 
will pass the parliament intaat, or defy 
the Liberal government to call upon 
the King to create 300 puppet-peers to 
carry their measure in the upper 
house, remains a -matiter of speculation 
in politiadal circles there. For a year 
past the conviction has been growing 
that the real dtotator of the Unionist 
pamy, whose advice has beem followed 
time and time again by the Unionist 
leaders, is J. L, Garvin, the versatile 
editcr of the “Observer.” 

Rumor has tt whit it was at Mr. 
Garvin's behest that Mr. Balfour at- 
tempted a coup during the general el- 
ection ‘by promising to submit tariff 
reform to a referendum, and certain 
it is that Mir. Balfour's pledge of the 
referendum synchronized with the 
date when ithe Observer came out is a 
wwhole-heamed advocate of his radical 
policy. Since the result of the elec- 
ition ‘became known the Observer has 
consistently advised ithe peers to fight 
to the last ditch. “Create your pup- 
pet peers,” is the challenge which he 
advises them ito throw down when 
the parliamend (Dill comes before them 
for consideration. (He contends that 
the creation of 300 peers from ithe 
rank of the Liberal party would bring 
down ridicule and scorn such as would 
ensure the party’s early defeat. Put 
the peers’ heroics in 1909 browszht 
them only ill-fontune, and the pros- 
pect of athouse of lords deluged with 
plebians is an uninviting one to the 
peers, it is generally believed that 
the ‘bill nvill be passed by them with- 
out parley. 

In the ranks of the Liberal party it- 

self differences exist as to the dispou- 
tion of she preamble of the bill. he 
preamble is a pious resolution which 
suggests the desirability of a change 
in the internal constitution of the up- 
per chamber. The Labor party and 
the Radicabs vould have this clause 
eliminated, since they fear that an el- 
eotive upper house would become a 
powerful one, and a check :tpon radi- 
cal legislation. On the ocher hand 
Winston ‘Churchill, Sir Edward Grey, 
among the members of the cabinct, 
have committed themselves to the 
elective principle, and look upon the 
present measure, limiting the veto 
powers of the bords, as merely previm- 
inary ro a more far-reaching measure 
eliminating the heredi*ary principle. 
“Nhe Nation,” an organ of the ad- 
vanced Radicals, suggests that an up- 
per chamber elocted by the members 
of the commons on a proportional 
syexem, members of the lower house 
itself being ineligible for election, 
would be the most desirable fonm for 
revising body. It suggests that 
the seoond chamber, so elected, should 
sit for a term of two parliaments. 
_ What whe outcome wil be none can 
foresee, but certain it is that before 
tthe coronation, with its pageantry of 
empire and the foregathering of ie- 
presentatives of  \British nations 
throughout the world, is celebrated in 
June, the constitution of the mother 
of parliaments will huwe been cast 
into the melting pot, and emerged in 
a new form. 


SCHOOL TO CELEBRATE 


Chicago, Ill, Feb. 4—Hundreds of 
graduates and former students of the 
Moody Bible Institute, the school 
founded here by the late Dwight L. 
Moody for the training of Bible tea- 
chers, are returning to the city to par- 
ticipate in the celebration of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the found- 
ing of the institution. The jubilee 
celebration wil begin to-morrow, 
which will be the seventy-fourth anni- 
versary of Mr. Moody's birth. The 
exercises will last through the entire 
week, The programme will include 
the aniversary sermon by Rev. Ren- 
ben A. Torrey, former superintend- 
ent of the institute, and lectures by 
such wil known divines, evangelists 
and other religious workers as Bishop 
Cheney, Bishop Vincent, Dr. J. Wil- 
bur Chapman, John Willis Baer, 
Charles M. Alexander and Rev. Char- 
les Stelzle.

While Chief Wilkie has been busily 
engaged in his new task the work of 
the Secret Service has not been inter- 
fered with. Its work is going on just 
as usual, appropriations for its contin- 
uance having been made by Congress 
until the end of the fiscal year. 

Secret Service Organized 1811. 

The Secret Service was organized 
in 1811 when the first reference was 
made to the bureau as a secret ser- 
vice force. In 1864, however, Congress 
made appropriations for the suppres- 
sion of counterfeiting, which has been 
continued to this day. Now the ser- 
vice is to be placed under the super- 
vision of the Bureau of Investigations 
of the Department of Justice, which 
will have permanent headquarters in 
the large cities of the country.
